Gen. Mark W. Clark, commander-in-chief of the Far 
East Command, asks Los Angeles and Torrance citizens to 
give wounded GFs "an even break with death" by donating their blood. ,*__-..-.  .-..-..         

In a communication received 
here by "Dick" Felker. Torrarice 
Branch chairman of American Red 
Cross, which was forwarded by 
the Los Angeles office, General 
Clark stressed that, the Armed 
Forces in Korea require 12,000 
pints of whole blood each month, 
exclusive of plasma and other 
blood derivatives.

, Crucial Matter
The General appealed to -citizens 

to "please tell your people in Tor­ 
rance that we will appreciate any­ 
thing: they can do to help us out
in this crucial matter.".   

"One- of the decisive factors in
saving lives of countless of our

batlefields," General Clark wrote, 
"is the use of whole blood.

"The war in Krea is a grim one. 
Each day finds numbers of our 
men requiring many, many pints 
of whole blod in order that our 
doctors can help give them an even

break with death."
"Today we require 12,000 1 re­ 

peat, 12.000--pints of whole blood 
each month; blofd which must be 
utilized within ten to fourteen days 
after its arrival in Japan. 

Save Lives
"This life blqod for the wounded 

must continue To flow to us from 
the States if we are to save the 
lives of our brave men who are de­ 
fending the freedoms we hold so 
dear," General dark's letter con­ 
cluded.
